Once Again, Romulus Schools Significantly 
Outperform Area Charter Schools On MEAP 


Students from the Romulus Com- 
munity Schools once again scored sig- 
nificantly higher on the math and sci- 
ence portions of the Michigan Educa- 
tional Assessment Program (MEAP) 
than students attending area charter 
schools. 

"The Romulus school system really 
makes a big difference for children, their 
educational achievements, and their fu- 
ture,” said Superintendent Joel R. Carr. 

Tom Dolan, Director of Curriculum, 
explained some of the recent changes 
to the MEAP's math and science tests, 
including the newconstructed-response 
questions and the new scoring system 
adopted by the State. 

"Allfuture MEAP tests will be scored 
like the current Senior High Merit Exam- 
inations," said Dolan, "with the top two 
quartiles counted as ‘passing’ and the 
bottom two counted as 'not passing.'" 

The four quartiles are: 
| (exceeds Michigan standards), 
Il (meets Michigan standards), 
Ill (at basic level), and 
lV (apprentice).

In a recent conference held in East 
Lansing, Linda Brown, Director of Field 
Services for Michigan's Department of 
Education, indicated that the State will 
place a lot of emphasis on elevating as 
many students as possible from the 
"apprentice" group. Against the backdrop 
of this goal, Summit Academy's perfor- 
mance is especially poor, Dolan believes. 
He pointed out the high number of Sum- 
mit students scoring in the lowest quartile 
on the fourth- and eighth-grade math 
tests — 42.3% and 56.7%, respectively. 

“Romulus parents work hard and 


want the best for their children,” said 
Dolan. "We try very hard to develop the 
best educational practices that will help 
the children of Romulus, and we believe 
that our school district is making great 
strides toward meeting this goal.” 

Dolan also noted U.S. Secretary of 
Education Rod Paige's recentcommen- 
dation of Romulus Community Schools 
for significanily raising their MEAP sci- 
ence scores over a three-year period 
and for demonstrating that technology 
can play an important role in increasing 
student achievement.

New Mayors Muscle Their Way Into Office

Take a close look at these guys: 
Kwame Kilpatrick, mayor of Detroit, and 
Alan Lambert, mayor of Romulus. 

The differences between these two 
relatively new southeastern Michigan 
mayors may, at first, appear to be obvi- 
ous. Kilpatrick is a savvy thirty-some- 
thing African-American who, at 6'5", Is 
proving to be a physical and political 
behemoth presiding over the massive 
municipal business of the nation’s sixth- 
largest city. Lambert is a tough, fair, 
forty-something Caucasian ex-cop who 
is somewhat smaller than Kilpatrick in 
physical stature. He presides over the 
administrative business of a city whose 
total population could fit comfortably ina 
corner of Detroit. (Of course, that corner 
would also have to accommodate the 
nine square miles taken up by thenation's 
sixth-largest airport, carved into the heart 
of Romulus: Detroit Metropolitan Airport, 
where nearly 40 million air passengers 
a year pass 40 million in-flight meals.) 

On closer inspection, you'll notice a 
remarkable similarity between these 
mayors: these guys have got guns like 
nobody's business. Not the lock-n-load, 
twelve-in-the-clip-one-up-the-snout, hol- 
stered, and (hopefully) permitted kind. 
No, these guys have got iron-pumping, 
vein-popping, shirt-sleeve-busting guns. 

In fact, if you took a LA-Z-BOY six- 
pack poll of mayors throughout America, 
you might conclude that Kilpatrick and 
Lambert are easily the most buff, cut, 
ripped-and-shredded mayors in Amer- 
ica. The Mr. Universes of mayoral muscle. 
The Vin Diesels of the Democrats. 

ls their muscle-mass an indication 
of what it takes to successfully wrangle 
in the political arena of the industrial 
Midwest? Is their ability to bench press 
300 Ibs. while casually chewing sugar- 
free gum a physical affirmation of an 
emerging power structure in politics? 

Well, no, not exactly. 

But when you see pictures of Kil- 
patrick and Lambert, you can't help but 
think the worlds of muscle development 
and political power have merged. They 
look like the kind of guys who begin their 
day with a 5 a.m.no-pain-no-gain set of 
deadweight reps at Powerhouse Gym, 
then go on to Barney's of Boston for 
suits that can nicely accommodate their 
Justice League of America bodies. 

Lambert partially credits fourteen 
years on the Romulus police force for 
his big guns. 

"It's important to stay fit when your 
duty is protecting the public," said Lam- 
bert, who does, in fact, start his day with 
a 5 a.m. workout that includes a mile or 
two on a treadmill followed by weights, 


Lambert also credits rock music for 
his healthy dedication to muscular de- 
velopment. When he's not arm-wres- 
tling with City Council over sharing road- 
expansion costs with Wayne County, he 
keeps his biceps oiled and lubed for his 
occasional rock group, 4Cast. 

"I've been a rock drummer since 
high school," said Lambert from his of- 
fice in Romulus. "| love the energy of the 
music. But you can't imagine how physi- 
cally strenuous it is to perform rock 
music, especially if you're the drummer. 
lf you're notin shape, you can't keep the 
beat. And if you can't keep the beat, 
maybe you should just go home and knit 
or something.” 

Legendary ‘60s rock drummer Gin- 
ger Baker, with seven heart attacks be- 
hind him, might have something to say 
about keeping in shape. And Keith Moon, 
fabled original drummer for the never- 
say-die British rock group The Who, 
might also offer a different physical fit- 
ness view were he not dead. 

Lambert, mayor of Romulus since 
November 2001, also credits muscle- 
ripping workouts and rock drumming 
with being tremendous stress relievers. 
And considering his daily challenges, 
like containing Detroit Metro Airport's 
ravenous appetite for surrounding Romu- 
lus-area land while reenergizing busi- 
ness and residential development, it's 
no wonder he takes the stress relief of 
working out and drumming seriously. 

We're still unsure of Detroit mayor 
Kilpatrick's musical abilities. However, 
we are Sure that, whatever they are, they 
must require several long hours on the 
same Nautilus machine to prepare for 
whatever his chosen instrument Is. 

As for Romulus mayor Alan Lam- 
bert, he'll be hammering the skins on a 
full drum set with his rock band 4Castat 
Romulus's 6th Annual Pumpkin Festi- 
val, which runs from September 20-22. 

"The Pumpkin Festival is great be- 
cause we've got music for everybody: 
jazz, R&B, country, and traditional folk, ° 
said Lambert. 

Asked if he would roll up his sleeves 
and give us a demonstration of his rock 
drumming abilities using his desk and 
two Number 2 pencils, Lambert politely 
declined. 

"You'll just have to come out to the 
Pumpkin Festival for a full-tilt-boogie 
demonstration,” Lambert said. “Ten 
songs, all rock, no waiting.” 

On to Detroit mayor Kwame Kil- 
patrick’s office.
